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Great Manhunt 
In Old London 


At 2:45 on a summery after- 
noon last month Detective Sgt. 
Ray Purdy, a tall, lean London 
policeman, telephoned his wife 
' from Chelsea police station. “I 

shall probably be late again,” 
he told her. 

“Oh dear,” said Mrs. Purdy, 
who had fixed a special treat 
for her husband's tea. But she 
didn’t worry. Ray always work- 
ed long hours, and during the 
past few days, he had been 
working even later than usual 
on the case of the blackmailed 
blonde. 

The blonde was Verne Schift- 
man, a British-born American 
divorcee who models in London 
under the pame of Joan O’Hara. 
A burglar had stolen some of 
her personal documents 
now was blackmailing. her. The 
model notified the police who 
put a tap on her telephone 
line. Four times, the threaten- 
ing’ calls came in and four 
times the tap failed. Now, at 
last, Sergeant Purdy'’s tap had 
worked.

There Really Was 
A King Midas 


At the time of Homer there 
lived, deep in the interior of 
Asia Minor, a great king named 
Midas. The Greeks were awed 


‘by his enormous wealth, amused” 


by his odd taste in music. To 
celebrate the first they grew the 
legend of the “Midas touch.” The 
king had once wished, they said, 
that everything he touched would 
turn to gold, and his wish was 
granted, even to the inclusion of 
hatever touched his lips. Be- 
re the laughing gods allowed 
him to rescind his wish, Midas 
almost died of thirst. As for his 
taste in music, Midas had the 
long, pointed ears of an ass, ac- 
cording to the Greeks, because 
in judging a musical contest he 
had preferred Pan to Apollo, 

Midas was no legend. Genera- 
tions of kings bearing his name 
reigned over Phrygia frem the 
great city of Gorium, now a des- 
ert waste 70 miles southwest of 
Turkey’s Ankara, Two years ago 
an archaeological expedition 
mounted by the University of 
Pennsylvania, scratching the, 
Gordian ground, broke through 
to tombs, closed up eight cen- 
turies before Christ. One con- 
tained the bones of Midas’ line. 
Also found in the tombs were a 
four-poster bed (bearing a five- 
ft.-three-skeleton), inlaid screens 
and tables, riding gear, weapons 
and quantities of bronze objects, 
from giant caldrons ornamented 
with winged figures to enor- 
mously complex hairpins with 
concealed catches. Buried with e 
little prince were a vase in the, 
shape of a goose and toy animals 
of great refinement. 

This strange and splendid 
treasure has been touring the 
U.S., was on exhibition at Man- 
hattan’s Metropolitan Museum 
last month, In August it will re- 
turn to Turkey. The find opens 
a new chapter in the history of 
art, providing a missing link be- 
tween the culture of the Euph- 
rates basin and that of archaic 
Greece. Similarities in style 
show that Greek traders and 
marauders must have brought 
home in their hollow ships a

Vast Vision But 
Still Sees Pennies 


He bought his first tiny paper 
in the northern Ontario town of 
North Bay 28 years ago, and 
from this beginning, burly Roy 
Thomson, 64, has, piled -up a 
large fortune and a sprawling 
empire of 35 papers in Canada 
and the U.S. In the manner of 


_ most successful businessmen he 


is always one step ahead of his 
last big deal. Thus when he 
made his move from Toronto 
to Scotland, to buy Edinburgh's 
influential Scotsman (circula- 
tion: 58,550) in 1953, he explain- 
ed he was also dickering for the 
huge Kemsley srott — but, as 
he put it, “Kemsley wants too 
much money.” It was a_ long 
siege of bargaining, but last 
month 78-year-old Lord Kem- 
sley — one of Britain’s leading 
press barons — agreed to sell 
his pivotal shares to Thomson 
for a fat $14 million. 

If other Kemsley group stock- 
holders, who own another $21 
million in shares, take His 
Lordship’s advice at an Aug. 14 
general meeting and back the 
sale, Roy Thomson will head 
an awesome journalistic com- 
bine. Among the Kemsley as- 
sets: The distinguished and pro- 
fitable Sunday Times (circula- 
tion: 795,192); The Sunday Em- 
pire News (2,161,230); Sunday 
Graphic (952,781); and nineteen 
out-of-London papers, whose 
circulation of 1.9 million makes 
them the biggest provincial 
chain in Britain. 


What can the British expect 


of their newest press potentate, 
who insists he “worries more 
about sales than the contents 
of the paper?” For one, Thom- 
son is comparatively unpreten- 
tious. Although he operates 
Scotland’s lone registered Cadil- 
lac, he often looks as though 
he needs a new suit, sometimes 
takes his lunches queuing up in 
a cafeteria for soda pop and a 
sandwich. When he buys a new 
paper, he always marches into 
the office, joviallg shakes hands 
with everyone. Before long, 
however, his sharp cost-account- 
ing eye sends shivers. down the 
spines of subordinates.

He also owns 
seven small U.S. dailies, includ- 
ing The St. Petersburg (Fla.)

How to Root Those 
Geranium Cuttings 


In midsummer with geraniums 
gayly blooming in window and 
porch box, in raised beds and 
ete on the terrace, and in open 

in the garden, their use as 
a house plant is usually far from 
one’s mind. Yet it is none too 
soon to make the cuttings which 
will become husky plants for 
winter flowering in a sunny 
window. 


These have the vigor of youth 


‘and will give a much more satis- © 


factory performance than the 
older plants, which by fall will 
have become too large and leggy 
to be moved indoors as they are. 

Moreover, if one is not inter- 
ested in winter flowers, small 
plants raised from summer cut- 
tings may be carried over in a 
semi-dormant condition in a cool 
but frost-proof place, for flower- 
ing outdoors next summer. 


Fortunately, geranium cuttings 
root readily if a simple proced- 
ure is followed. They should be 
taken from vigorous tip growth 
usually ‘three to five ins. long. 
Try to make the cutting as short 
as possible for it is difficult to 
keep a long cutting from de- 
veloping into a tall, ungainly 
plant. , 

However, the length’ of the 
cutting is not a important as the 
condition of the stem, Short- 
jointed shoots that are: brittle 
and snap when bent at the point 
where the cut is to be made 
are ideal for rooting. Such a con- 
dition is usually found three or 
four inches from the tip of young, 
vigorous shoots. . 

Cuttings taken where the stem 
is soft, and succulent will rot 
and where old and hard will root 
with difficulty. The “snappy test” 
applied to several shoots will 


_ quickly give one the knack of 
)determining the correct place to 
‘ make the cut, © 3 


Sometimes overly rich soil and 
excessive moisture cause quick, 
succulent growth which makes it 
difficult to find short cuttings 
that pass the “snap test.” It may 
prove helpful in this connection 
to allow the cuttings to lie from 
a few hours to a day in a shady 
place to harden up before insert- 
ing them. 

Use a sharp knife to make a 
clean cut just below a node,

geranium cuttings in sand and 
peat-moss mixture, and even the 
sandy soil of the garden, clean, 
sterile sand remains the ideal 
rooting medium. This should nor 
be the fine seashore sand, but 
coarse builder's sand free from 
organic matter. 

If the sand available is not 
clean, it is a simple matter to 
wash it in a large tub. Cover the 
sand with water and stir. Af- 
ter the sand has settled the dirty 
water should be poured off and 
this process repeated until the 
sand is thoroughly clean. 

If several cuttings are to be 
made, a shaded frame is best./It 
should be well drained and have 
at least four inches of clean sand, 
wet through and well firmed 
over some drainage material 


~ such as ashes or broken pots. 


If onlya few-cuttings are to be 
made equally good results may 
be had in a‘flower pot or bulb 
pan filled with hard, moist sand 
and placed out of direct sunlight. 
writes Gisela Grimm in The New 
York Herald Tribune. 


As suds small container dries 
out quitkly, moisture control 
may be greatly simplified by 


. sinking a small pot filled with 


peatmoss in the center of the 
larger pot, and keeping the peat- 
moss saturated with water. 

A small pointed stick may be 
used to make holes for the cut- 
tings which should be sunk about 
half their length into the sand, 
which is pressed firmly about 
them, The writer uses a brick to 
pack the soil hard between the 
row of cuttings in the frame. 

After they are in-place, not 
closer than an inch apart, they 
should be watered lightly, and 


thereafter only when.the sand © 


becomes slightly dry. Geranium 
cuttings, being fleshy, should not 
be kept too moist or they will 
rot. Evenly moist, not soaking 
wet, is the ideal for which to 
strive. 

Cuttings of most plants re- 
quire a close glass cover of som 
sort to create a humid condition. 
This is not necessary for gera- 
niums unless they are made un- 
der very drying conditions in the 
home. 

Even in this case, the glass jar, 
or whatever the cover may be, 
should be removed frequently to 
permit the moisture which has 
condensed on the leaves to dry 
off 

As soon as a nice cluster of 
roots has formed, usually in two 
or three weeks. the plants should, 
be carefully lifted out with the 
sand clinging to them, and pot- 
ted in small containers of sandy 


is ample, and as the little plants 
grow they may be easily shifted 
into larger pots. 

It is important that the soil in 
which the rooted cuttings are 
-planted should not be too rich, 
as slow, stocky growth is desired. 
Sink the pots ina sunny place, 
far enough apart to permit the 
air to circulate freely about 
them. If they should tend to 
grow tall and lanky, pinch out 
the tip to encourage branching.

About Those 
Rattlesnakes 


There have been two venom- 
ous snakes found in Southern 
Ontario. The Timber Rattler, 
found in the Niagara Gorge, is 
nearly extinct and the Massas- 
sauga, found in the Georgian 
Bay area and the Bruce Penin- 
sula region. The Massassauga 
a thick-bodied snake, 2% to 
feet lo with dark blotches 
down its back and like all snakes 
of this species has a rattle on the 
end of its tail. 

In Ontario the odds are a mil- 
lion to one against getting a 
snake bite, yet it is wise to take 
precautions, The first of these is 
to learn to recognize the Massas- 
sauga Rattler and to leave it 
alone. When in rattlesanke coun- 
try, watch where you walk and 
if the terrain is reedy, bushy or 
rocky, so that a snake might be 
concealed, wear protective cloth- 
ing, heavy leather shoes, socks 
and long pants or jeans. Do not 
kneel or sit on the ground. 

E. B. S. Logier, Herpatologist, 
in his book “Snakes of Ontario” 
gives the following first-aid pro- 
cedure for snake bite: 

1. Immediately use a tourniquet 
to prevent the spreading of 
poison. 

2. Make an incision at the snake 
bite and suck out the poison.

Big Narcotics 
Suspects Trapped 


It was 1 a.m. and sultry in the 
Montreal suburb of Pointe aux 
Trembles; at the garish Motel 
Jacques Cartier, a convoy of cars 
pulled up and let out a band. of 
big, quietly dressed men. A bald- 
ing, pudgy motel guest cursed 
fervently as the introduers burst 
in, then submitted to a frisk. 
Other visitors took on his room- 
mate, a younger, more imposing 
man, who put up a fight before 
subsiding. R.C.M.P. raiders ‘thus 
climaxed a four-year investiga- 
tion (carried out with U.S. nar- 
cotics agents) by the arrest of 
Montreal Hoodlum. Giuseppe 
(“Pepi”) Cotroni, 39, and his 
lieutenant, René (“Bob”) _Rob- 
ert, 33. , 


They were big fish, said Sam- 
uel Levine of the U.S. Bureau of 
Narcotics in Manhattan, Cotroni 
(“He's illiterate, but his arith- 
metic ‘is good”) has been for 
years practically the biggest sin- 
gle supplier of dope to New 
York, although his normal chan- 
nels of distribution were disrupt- 
ed by the police investigation 
that followed the 1957 discovery 
of a gangland convention at Apa- 
lachin, N.Y, Cotroni, whose en- 
terprises .include an interest in 
a flashy Montreal drive-in café 


called The Bonfire, got the dope’ 


off Montreal-bound ships, and 
provided probably four-fifths of 


the New York supply of heroin, — 


Nine U.S. undercover agents 
moved into Montreal four months 
ago after a New York stoolie ar- 
ranged for a personal introduc- 
tion to Cotroni. After weeks of 
credential checking by Cotroni, 
one agent managed, in two deals 
to buy 13.2 lbs of uncut heroin. 
The dope was delivered in six 
plastic bags, each weighing 1 
kilo — 2.2 lbs. Price was $35,000 
(in U.S, currency), $14,000 due 
by July 15. If Cotroni was wor- 
ried about the credit, he should 
not have ‘been. The money was 
supplied fifty-fifty by Canada 
and the U.S. All told, said the 
Mounties, investigators had tak- 
en possession. of heroin worth up 
to $8,000,000 at retail: 

Cotroni and Robert have led 
vivid lives. A pal of Cotroni’s 
slipped some poison in his creme 
de menthe last winter, but Co- 
troni had his stomach -pumped 
out and was as bad as new. 
Somebody shot Robert in the 
stomach as he stood outside a 
Montreal nightclub last “April, 
but he got patched up. Cotrom 
and his sidekick were indicted 
in Chicago in June for a role in 
a scheme to dispose of bonds 
stolen in the $10 million heist 
of the Brockville Trust & Sav- 
ings Co. and were at large pend- 
ing extradition. —From TIME

Dangerous Job 
For Amateurs 


Much of the early progress in 
rocketry came from inspired 
amateurs who sometimes blew 
themselves:up — along with an 
occasional bystander — in the 
interests of science, But now 
the professional descendants of 
the pioneers think the day of 
the amateur is over, are appal- 
led at the risky stunts of rocket 
buffs from 16 to 60. So serious 
is the situation that the Ameri- 
can Rocket Society has. issued , 
a 76-page booklet cataloguing 
the dangers and advising the 
amateur to stop. Said A.RS.: 
“All practical means must be 
taken to prevent the manufac- 
ture of propellants or rockets 
by amateurs.” : 

Rockets get their zip by 
means of a restrained explo- 
sion; the rapidly burning pro- 
pellant must generate hot gases 
at precisely the right pressure. 
If the pressure is too low, the 
rocket does not fly; too high, 
and it bursts like a bomb. Very 
slight defects or miscalculations 
can raise the pressure to the 
danger point. The rocket can 
explode if the nozzle is a few 
thousandths of an inch too 
amall. A solid propellant may 
crack, sharply increasing the

burning rate. Unburned propel- 
lant can block the nozzle, or 
flame can burn a hole in the 
thin casing. As any Cape Cana- 
veral man knows, not even the 
pros can anticipate all possible 
ways for the rocket’s restrain- 
ed. explosion to become unre- 
strained. Their motto: “Always 
assume that a ‘rocket will ex- 
plode.” 


Mixing propellants from drug- 
store or agricultural chemicals 
is just as perilous.- A.R.S, en- 
trusts its members with a long 
list of dangerous combinations, 
urges that the list be kept se- 
cret so that youthful amateurs 
will not get any new ideas, 


Particularly touchy are propel- 


lants that must be mixed hot. 
Another bad actor, already well 
known to most kids: ordinary 
household match heads, which 
are apt to explode disastrously 
while being crammed into a 
makeshift rocket chamber. 


At first, A.R.S. hoped to make: 
hobby rocketry safe by expert 
supervision, asked scientists and 
military men to. help the ama- 
teurs. But now it thinks rockets 
are best left alone ‘altogether. 
The game has grown too big 
and too dangerous. All told, 
says A.R.S., some 10,000. ama- 
teurs are fiddling around with 
rockets today. During a sam- 
ple six-week period, 162 of 
them. were seriously injured. 


' At that rate, a teen-age rocket- 


eer has one chance in seven of 
getting hurt each year. 


A New Dome For 


The Holy Rock 


Under the hot shimmer of July 
in Jerusalem, a giant crane 
swung endlessly back and forth 
lifting new girders above an old 
shrine. The Dome of the Rock, 
at Jerusalem’s eastern edge, was 
to have a new covering. Yet as 
riggers scrambled over the site, 
assembling the scaffolding and 
preparing huge aluminum beams 
for erection, a controversy raged 
over the project, with loud cries 
that one of the world’s holiest 
spots was being defiled instead of 
restored. 

This was the place where Abra- 
ham offered up his son Isaac as 
sacrifice, and was restrained by 
an angel of the Lord. Solomon 
is said to have used the rock as 
the foundation of his temple. 
Herod built there the temple, 
from which Jesus drove the 
money - changers. Mohammed 
rested by’the rock after his night 
flight from Mecca. 


Sacred to Jews, Christians and 
Moslems aliké, the rock has rare- 
ly lacked a noble covering. The 
present dome dates back to the 
great ediface erected by Abdul- 
Malek Ibn Marwan, Caliph of 
Damascus, in 691, who used up 
seyen years’ tax revenue from 
Egypt to realize his dream. In 
1099, crusaders mounted a gold 
cross on the dome and turned it 
into a church. Later, Saladin won 
it back for Islam, lovingly coated 
the interior arches with mosaic, 
the walls with marble. Suleiman 
the Magnificent ordered the ex- 
terior walls covered with splen- 
did blue tiles. 


Time, earthquakes, and most 
recently, mortar shells, lobbed 
into the sanctuary during the 
Jerusalem fighting in 1948, all 
but ruined the ancient structure. ‘ 
Mosaics were smashed; the 11th 
century outer dome of wood and 
lead bulged, showing signs of col- 
lapse. As soon as peace return- 
ed to the Holy Land, the King 
of Jordan organized an emer- 
gency committee: to restore the 
mosque

Powder—Puff 
Air Derby 
This is the way of woman— 


or at least of 100 women — in 
the aviation age. Once each 


year, they shed their household - 


duties, climb into tiny aircraft 
and, with unladylike abandon, 
race from one coast of the U.S. 
to the other. They zoom in and 
out of obscure airports, scream 
at attendants to fill up their gas 
tanks, and roar through trea- 
cherous rainstorms. Since this 
dnnual female aerial madness be- 


gan in 1947, it has become 
known as the Powder Puff 
Derby. 


Last month, as the thirteenth 
Powder Puff flight ended in 
Spokane, Wash. (after a 2,470- 
mile trip from Lawrence, Mass.), 
the new champions were two 
San Diego housewives sharing 
a Cessna: Aileen Saunders, 32, 
who has 900 flying hours and 
had finished 23rd in the 1958 
Derby, and Jerelyn Cassell, 27, a 
student pilot with only 35 hours 
flying “me. 

Under Powder Puff rules the 
women have four and a half 
days to complete the transcon- 


‘tinental flight. The woman with 


the highest average speed in re- 
lation to the par speed (based 
on horsepower and model) of 
her plane is the winner. Only 
flying time is counted in’ com- 
puting the average speed. Along 
the route, there are specified 
airports where the girls cam 
check in, rest for the night (they 
fly only in daylight,) and check 
out. Because all time between 
checking out and checking in 
counts as flying time, there is 
& popular theory that the race is 
actually won on the ground. 
Whoever runs the fastest from 
her plane to the check-in table 
saves valuable .seconds. 

In last month’s race, Mrs. 
Saunders stuck to the flying 
and let Mrs. Cassell handle the 
running. “My poor co-pilot,” 
Mrs. Saunders said later. “I 
never let her eat. She was al- 
ways running.” 

How do the husbands of the 
female pilots feel about the 
Powder Puff Derby? Walt Saun- 
ders, who himself taught his 
wife to fly four years ago, in- 
sists: “I don’t have a wife. I 
have a bird.”

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Quirks That Kill 
On The Highways 


(Continued from Last Issue) 


Personal worries—usually con- 
cerning the driver's family or 
his job — are the commonest 
psychological cause of traffic 
accidents. Such emotional prob- 


lems may be temporary or long-— 


standing, trivial or serious. The 
man who has just had a quarrel 
with his wife, the woman whose 
mother just died — such people 
as these are likely prospects for 
the emergency ward — or the 
morgue — if they attempt to 
drive. One night a motorist 
smashed into the rear of Dr. 


Lovett-Doust’s car. Traffic was 


light and visibility good. 


_ “The police questioned him, 
and I couldn’t resist doing a lit- 
tle psychiatric research,” says 
Dr. Lovett-Doust. “I found that 
he was a great family man. His 
family was still in Italy. He was 
chronically lonely, homesick and 
emotionally unbalanced. This 
condition distracted the man 
from his driving, and caused 
$400 damage.” 

Psychological causes are often 
much more obvious and immedi- 
ate. One day last year the gen- 
eral sales manager of a firm in 
eastern Canada had a row with 


one of his salesmen. Storming ~ 


out of the office, he climbed 
into his car and began speeding 
through the rush-hour traffic, 
He died instantly when his car 
smashed into a‘telephone pole at 
60 miles an hour. 

Even the least irritation can 
sometimes trigger a tense driver 
into a disastrous act. Dr. Lovett- 
Doust tells of a salesman who 
began driving home one evening 
while still keyed up from the 
tension of completing a big 
business deal. Part way home, 
he was passed by an older man 
in an older, less’ expensive car 
than his own. Seething with rage 
at this humiliation, the salesman 
tramped the gas pedal to the 
floor, passed, hit a truck that 
was coming out of.a side road 
and demolished his car. 

‘Méticulous, seemingly respect- 
-able people can be “deceptively 
dangerous as drivers, Their out- 
ward appearance of mild pro- 
priety may mask an almost un- 
controllable inner tension. They 
dote on accuracy, punctuality 
and socially acceptable behav- 
ior. But often they are inflex- 
ible: they cannot adjust to a 
sudden threat or an unexpected 
change, and their inner tensions 
may explode with shattering re- 
sults. A certain Toronto account- 
ant always left home at 8.25 
and arrived at the office at 8.45. 
One’ morning the street he al- 
ways travelled was under re- 
pair. He took a side street. The 
traffic piled up. He tried an- 
other street., It was worse. He 
panicked. Trying to make a U 
turn, he hit the sidewalk, skid- 
ded into the oncoming traffic and 
spent the day in hospital. 

Such was the fate of the Ed- 
monton businessman who — af- 
ter 30 years without an accident 
— set out on his first holiday in 
decades and his first long drive 
in five years, An hour later he 
was dead. With perfect visibility 
and an automobile in top con- 

dition, he slammed into a loco- 
motive at a level crossing. Psy- 
chiatrists who studied the case 
eoncluded that the man’s elation 
over the prospect of the long- 


tponed holiday literally 
linded him. 
Accident investigators have 


much less sympathy for another 
type of driver, whom they blame

One police officer 
pictures him this way: “The guy 
is on his way to make a big deal. 
Thousands of bucks are in it for 
him.

always glad to give him a chance, 


toe think it all over for a while 
min jail,” 

Psychiatrists find that this at- 
titude has often been bred into 
the person in his early years by 
too much or too little discipline. 
In either case, he grows up lack- 
ing the ability or the will to dis- 
cibline himself. He exhibits this 
lack of self-discipline wherever 
he happens to be. Throughout 
much of his normal day he may 
be kept meekly in line by a dom- 
ineering boss or a_ shrewish 
wife. Then, alone béhind the 
wheel, he becomes the master 
of the world around him, with 
the car as his too! of destruc- 
tion, 


This same reckless attitude is 
often adopted by teen-age driv- 
ers who suffer from an even 
more familiar psychiatric con- 
dition — the urge to show off. 
One southern Ontario teen-ager 
raced down the wrong side of, 
a busy highway at 100 mph, 
killing six people in the ensu- 
ing crash. But with proper dis- 
ciplinary training and driver in- 
struction, most youngsters quick- 
ly outgrow their irresponsible 
habits. And when they do, they 
often prove to be better drivers 
than most adults, because of 
their superior reactions and phy- 
sical abilities. 


Much of the valuable psycho- 
logical information so far com- 
piled about drivers has come out, 
of the Detroit clinic, which ex- 
amines and tests large numbers 
of traffic offenders, including 
many who have not actually 
caused accidents. Offenders are 
given standard intelligence tests 
and tests for visual ability. Then 
they sit down behind a dummy 
steering wheel and operate floor 
pedals whlie a reactograph rec- 
ords their reaction times. Later 
they are questioned about traffic 
signs and regulations and about 
their personal lives: family back- 
ground, physical ailments, jobs, 
friendships, marriages, tikes, dis- 
likes and prejudices. 

After that, a psychiatrist con- 
ducts a full.examination to dis- 
cover each person's mental and 
emotional status. From all this 
data a report is compiled and 
turned over to the traffic court 
judge, who may offer the driver 
a choice of a jail term or proba- 
tion and a psychiatric course

is designed to improve their 
driving by helping them under- 
stand and control their emotions. 

Much of the same sort of data 
is compiled regularly in Ontario, 
but on a smaller scale. The most 
extensive investigations are 
usually limited to drivers who 
have been in accidents. Most of 
the information is gathered by 
trained investigators, rather than 
psychiatrists. The investigator 
begins by studying the police re- 
port on the accident. Then he 
conducts a series of interviews 
to learn all he can about the mo- 
torist’s habits and personality. 
If the motorist is still alive, the 
interview begins with him and 
usually takes place in his own 
home. 

“The questions I ask and the 
answers I get are confidential,” 
explains one investigator, Walter 
Heaslip. “We want the motorist 
to understand we are not trying 
to get him for another rap. We 
are trying to help others, through 
him.” 

When he has obtained all pos- 
sible clues from the driver him- 
self, the investigator interviews 
the man’s relatives and friends. 
If the driver is dead, friends and 
relatives are asked to provide 


all the data they can, in the 


interests of saving other lives. 


When all information is gath- 
ered, psychiatrists study it, of- 


or personality quirk to. their 
ever-growing list of accident 
causes. 


Some day, when they know 
more about these causes, they 
hope to advise authorities on how 
to distinguish between a poten- 
tially good driver and a poten- 
tially dangerous one before lic- 
enses are issued. Authorities 
may be able to help unfit driv- 
ers improve their attitudes and 
hence, their driving habits, so 
that they can take to the road 
in safety. And — perhaps most 
important of all — they may 


.. make every driver aware that 


he is the potential victim of his 
own personality traits. 

“The most important step for 
all of us,” says Inspector Witts, 
“is to realize we are all sub- 


~ ject to psychiatric quirks. 


“When even 50 percent -of 
drivers admit to themselves that 
they are not perfect, the traffic 
accident rate will fall off faster 
than we can count”.

The Shea group was confident 
that nothing would stand in the 
way of 1961 operation, but out- 
aiders merely shook their heads 
and wond At today’s prices, 
eould such a mountainous ad- 


venture mesh smoothly and suc-- 


cessfully in less than two years? 
Men who understood the prob- 
a of major baseball doubted 


Officials of the National and 
American Leagues did not ques- 
tion Shea’s right to an ambitious 
third circuit operation. They 
simply felt that he had no idea 
what he was getting into, how 
much would have to be done be- 


fore a Continental League open- 


ing. 


Most questions at this time 
are questions of the ignorant, 
because only Shea, his associ- 
. tes and advisers actually know 
the answers, or if there can be 

answers. 


But from a distance there are 
things you have to ponder. Here 
are a few of them: 

The Continental League keeps 
insisting that the present majors 
will help with the player prob- 
lem, passing surplus on to the 
mew circuit. But how will the 
important pension plan be af- 
fected?

On The Juke-Box 
Gravy Train 


For all its traditional love of 
opera, Italy is a pop-happy land, 
and these days its No. 1 tune- 
smith and. crooner is 31-year-old 
Domenico Modugno (pronounced 


Mo-doon-yo), a sleepy-eyed gyp- | 


sy with a small, come-hither 
mustache. His song “Volare” 
(To Fly) won the 1958 San Remo 
Song Festival, an Oscar-type 
honor that helped rocket its rec- 


ord sales over the 8 million. 


‘mark, including 2 million in the 
U.S. alone. This year he wrote 
“Piove” (It’s Raining), Incred- 
ibly, the tune won another first 
prize at San Remo. 

Modugno, who last month was 
off on a tour of Spain, North 
Africa, and South America, rep- 
resents something of a musical 
phenomenon in Italy, As he ex- 
plained: “I opened up the win- 
dow and threw out a lot of junk, 
including a cupboard full of fake 
sentiments which had ceased to 
have any meaning.” Ignoring the 
saccharine tradition of Naples, 
with amore, he has used dialect 
and folk themes and chopped the 
long Italian words into brief, hot 
notes in most of his 63 songs.

Addict Must 
Cure Himself 


Inmates of the Drug Addiction 
clinic at Mimico Reformatory 
are no longer addicted. Their 
systems no longer cry out for the 
relief. and sense of wellbeing 
brought on by an injection or 
“fix” of narcotics. But most will 
return to the habit sooner or 
later. 


They no longer need narcotics 
because they have been through 
the “withdrawal” period, an 
agonizing period, where, de- 
prived of drugs, they suffer un- 
told anguish as their systems be- 
come adjusted to a normal pat- 
tern, Once this stage is past the 
addict becomes an ex-addict and 
he is physically able to function 
without the use of narcotics. 


To keep them from returning 
to drugs once they are released 
is almost impossible task of the 
staff of the Drug Addiction 
Clinic. Said clinic psychologist 
George Luce, “They have no- 
where to go once they are out 
but back to their old haunts, 
which invariably are breeding 
grounds for addicts, prostitutes 
and others who contributed to 
their addiction in the first place. 


Edward Maxted, clinic rehabi- 
litation officer said in order to 
stop the ex-addict from return- 
ing to his former ways was to 
transplant him to an entirely dif- 
ferent environment. “If we can 
convince him not to associate 
with the element responsible for 
his addiction in the first place”, 
he said, he has a fair chance of 
abstaining”. 

Pointing to a file of cards on 
his desk, two inches thick, he 
said, “There are 80 inmates who 
have been treated here and I 
know where they are and what 
they are doing in case they need 
help.” When he contacts a pros- 
pective employer directly, he ex- 
plained, he leaves it up to the 
inmate to decide whether or not 
the erhployer should be told of 
the inmate’s addiction. 


“Those convicted and sent here 

for addiction, psychologist 
George Luce said, resent the law 
interferring, they can’t see 
they’re hurting anyone but 
themselves and think it unjust.” 
“They object to being sent to 
jail,” he ‘said, “for sticking a 
needle in their arm.” 
Treatment at the clinic is pri- 
marily educational, he said, to 
point out by lectures and films 
the physical and mental deterior- 
ation accompanying narcotic ad- 
diction. Sedatives and tranquil- 
izers are administered discreet- 
ly, he said, since once addicted to 
one drug an inmate looks for a 
comparative result in another. 
Narcotics, he explained, depress 
the nervous system and cut off 
alarm reaction and an addict can 
be seriously ill without realiz- 
ing it. > 

Occupational therapy plays a 
large part in making an inmate 
fee] he is capable of somethin 
worthwhile. Said occupationa 
therapist Patricia Fisher,” This 
is permissive treatment, we don’t 
try and tell them what to do, 
but make the facilities available 
to them to build things, paint, 
do copper and aluminum etch- 
ing and other crafts hoping 
they'll discover they can do 
something that will help them 
abstain from. narcotics. 

Drug addicts can no more be 
cured than alcoholics, Mr. Luce 
said, there are periods of ab- 
stinence, but once the fatal first 
step is taken again they are back 
were they were in the first place 
Rehabilitation program which 
will ‘keep inmates away from 
narcotics after’ they are released 
is the aim of the clinic, he “re 
but the co-operation of the. ad- 
diets themselves is necessary. 

They have to realize it is not 
the responsibility of the public 
or the law to keep them away 
from narcotics they have to want 
to abstain. or all the rehabilita- 


tion’ treatment is wasted, he 
added

When The Reds Visited Britain

LONDON — (NEA) — Sewers 
and baby carriages will get 
close attention during Nikita 
Khrushchev’s, visit to U.S. cities 
if the same security cautions 
are taken as were during his 
visit to Britain. 

Scotland Yard took no chances. 

London sewers along the 
route Khrushchev was to travel 
were searched for time bombs, 
prior to his actual arrival. In 
Portsmouth, where the Soviet 
eruiser bearing Khrushchev 
docked, babies were lifted from 
their prams by police looking 
‘for explosives that might be 
hurled at the Soviet dictator. 

More than 4,000 police were 
detailed for special guard duty 
during the visit, including 50 


officers from the Special Branch: 


ef Scotland Yard, who took 
turns guarding Khrushchev 
night and day. 

“Never have so many wanted 
to get.at so few” a London po- 
lice inspector on duty outside 
where Khrushchev 
stayed, explained to me. He was 
referring to the thousands of 
anti- Communists who have 
taken refuge in the British Isles 
— from White Russian emigres 
of World War I days to East 
‘Europeans of the 1950's. 


Some of the more fanatical of 
these anti-Communists — those 
who would not stop at assassina- 
tion—were interviewed by the 
police and ‘their movements 
closely checked during Khru- 
ahchev's visit. 

As for the others, it was Scot- 
land Yard's job to restrain their 
anti-Soviet “enthusiasm”, which 
might prove embarrassing to Her 
Majesty’s government.

So efficiently did Scotland 
Yard work that there was no 
public incident, through shouts 
of “Khrushchev go home!” form- 
ed a sort of background music 
to the Red chief's tour through 
city streets. 


When Khrushchev traveled it 
was in a bullet-proof car with 
an escort of 16 motorcycle police, 
all wearing bullet-proof vests, 
and three radio patrol cars. 


Khrushchev brought his own 
personal bodyguard of two doz- 


en Russian plug-uglies in plain- 


clothes, and this gave rise to 
some comic incidents. More than 
once the plug-uglies were mis- 
taken for anti-Communist dem- 
onstrators and pushed around by 
London Bobbies. 


The visit was not without other 
comic relief, such as the recep- 
tion Khrushchev gave for 1,500 
guests at Claridge’s just before 
leaving. i 


The reception offered the spec- 
tacle of the Red Dean of Canter- 
bury talking to a Tory Member 
of Parliament, and Harold Stas- 
sen being jostled by a British 
Communist leader. 


At the height of the festivities, 
Khrushchev drew film comedian 
Charlie Chaplin into a side room 
for a private talk. Sample dia- 
logue: 


Chaplin: “Your noble words 
will live in history.” 

Khrushchev: “You are a gen- 
ius. The Americans repudiate 
you, but we retognize you.”

More About That 
Third Major League 


Where. would the Continents] 
League get major-league play- 
ers? 

Where would the new teams 
play? 

Would the American and Na- 
tional Leagues actually help the 

rm newcomer? 


How could there be a World 
Series? 

Questions like “these put a 
damper on the festivities when 
baseball’s third major league 
publicly announced its own 
birth. Yet the millionaire 
sportsmen behind the Contin- 
ental League (in the founding 
cities of New York, Toronto, 
Denver, Houston, and Minnea- 
polis-St. Paul) were. sure that 
they have the answers. When 
‘they meet with organized base- 
ball late in August, they will 
offer a plan along these lines. 

Players: Cut the major-league 
roster limits from 25 to 22. This 
would immediately make 48 
current big leaguers available, 
at a predetermined price, to the 
new teams. Give the members 
of the Continental League first 
crack at all minor-league draft 
choices. Allow the new teams 
to bid freely against the old 
teams for college and high- 
school stars. 

Sites: Houston and New York 
have promised multimillion- 
dollar civic stadiums to the new 
teams. Minneapolis and Denver 
could easily expand their pre- 
sent parks to big-league size. 

‘Toronto alone, of the founding 
cities, )would have to build a 
private stadium. The other 
league cities have not yet becn 
chosen. 

Co-operation: The greatest 
negative -force for co-operaticn 
is the fear of the major leagues 
that Congress may take action 
against them, particularly 
against the reserve clause which 
indentures a player to one team 
until the team no longer wants 
him. Positively, the Continental 
League would compensate the 
existing major leagues and 
teams, as well as minor leagues 
and teams affected by the new 
league. 

World Series: Although the 
Continental League hopes to be- 
gin play in April 1961, it does 
not intend to- compete in a 
World Series until 1963. Then 
the World Series could be a 
round-robin, with four losses 
eliminating an entry. 

As support for its arguments, 
the Continental League pointed 
to four major assets last week: 
Backers whose total capital ex- 
ceeds $400 million, strong Cor- 
gressional support, public pres- 
sure from the states which have 
never had major-league base- 
ball, and the anticipated ap- 
pointment of Branch Rickey Sr., 
baseball's most respected elder 
statesman, as president of the 
new league. 

To some baseball men any 
hope that the Continental 
League will take the field in the 
near future seems a slim one. 
What they do feel might hap- 
pen, however, is that with the 
third league as a wedge, the 
National and American leagues 
would be forced to expand to 
ten or twelve teams

Led By The Blind 


One-seventh of all the world’s 
people suffer from trachoma. 
No killer, but the cause of mad- 
dening itching and burning in 
the eyes, it impairs vision, often 
leads to blindness. Now, after 
50 years of frustrating efforts to 
find incontrovertible proof that 
the disease is caused by a virus, 
Britain's Medical Research 
Council reports that researchers 


have closed the circle of evi- 


dence. It was a blind man who 
helped them to see the proof 
they needed. 


From the eye sockets of trach- 
oma vicitims, investigators had 
no trouble getting secretions in 
which they found what seemed 
to be a large Virus. 
was to grow it uncontaminated 
in the laboratory, then use it to 
transmit the disease, It refused 
to grow, or grew for a few days 
and vanished. A major obstacle: 
the disease is hard to diagnose 
except in man. Still, some hu- 
man subjects got the disease in 
experiments that disheartening- 
ly failed to convict the virus as 
the cause. 

Surprisingly, it was in the 
Chinese Medical Journal (which 
prints a lot of unscientific Com- 
munist quackery) that major 
progress was reported. T'ang 
Fei--Fan and colleagues in Pek- 
ing described scrupulously con- 
ducted experiments: in which 
they grew generations of the 
virus in fertilized eggs, gave it 
to monkeys, which got some- 
thing like trachoma. 

Also surprisingly, it was the 
conservative British who then 
took the radical step of giving 
the disease to a human volun- 
teer. Dr. Leslie H. Collier and 
colleagues began with trachoma 
virus from the West African 
colony of Gambia. It proved al- 
most identical with the Chinese 
strain and could also be grown 
in eggs. At London’s Institute 
of Ophthalmology the research- 
ers found their man: an old-age 
pensioner, 71, who had had both 
eyes removed because of injury 
and infection (not trachoma). 
Into his empty eye sockets the 
researchers inoculated their egg- 
grown trachoma virus. He had 
considerable discomfort for the 
first week, and slight discomfort 
for two weeks more. Though his 
conjunctiva continued to secrete 
infective virus, he has needed no 
treatment. 

Thus encouraged, the reséarch- 
ers found another volunteer, 54 
and blind since birth. His dis- 
comfort was more severe than 
the first subject’s, but his case 


also yielded more knowledge: 
sulfadiazine, taken by mouth, 
eured his infection. 

Drugs are useless against most 


true viruses. But the cause of 
trachoma is a large virus, like 
that of psittacosis—ten times 
bigger than the virus Sf pollo. 
The large viruses can be knock- 
ed out by some sulfa drugs and 
antibiotics—already widely used 
in pilot campaigns against tra- 


choma And the British re- 
searchers hope to make a pre- 
ventine vaccine.—From TIME
